At present none of 
these elements has a real voice in 
any matter of importance concern­ 
ing the railways. 


“ The first step 
in changing

lie for the govern­ 
ment to take over 
the lines. 
The 
next step would be to take the re­ 
presentatives of 
labor 
and repre­ 
sentatives of owners into the admin­ 
istration coun«*il. 


“Although I 
am ready to admit, 
I am not positive that the govern­ 
ment control would right all present 


wrongs, I will 
back up the 
de­ 


mands of the federation that a real 


trial I»e given when the government 


takes control. 
We will insist that

In 1007 the automatic system was 
installed in the new building, with 
about 700 patrons, and from that 
time on, business has increased so 
that now the local exchange has over 
2200 telephones in use.

Owners of motor trucks who have 


recently applied to the secretary of 
state for licenses •'have 
discovered 


•that such vehicles are no longer li- 
censed according to the horse power 
of the motors but'that the charge is 
based upon the capacity of the ve- 
hicle. The change was made by the 
last legislature and was not in effect 
when licenses for trucks were appli- 
ed for early 
in 
the 
spring. 
The 


amended law is quite different from 
the former regulations in 
several 


other respects. 


License .plates for trailers are also 


required under the law. This applies 
to trailers for pleasure vehicles as 
•barge is based on the capacity, $•> 
being the fee for a trailer to be used 
behind a pleasure car providing that 
the carrying capacity of such car is 
less tlnui three-fourths of a Ion. A 
trailer, for a 
commercial car 
is 


•harged for on the basis of one half 
the license fee of the machine. The 
law provides that no truck of more 
than ten tons capacity shall be per- 
mitted on the highways in 
Indiana.
